-* Being not aſhamed ridiculouſly to tri- 
umph overthe Perſians, who detained his 
Father priſoner , and to lead them cap- 
tive in hismock-ſhew ; ſome jeering com- 
panions mixing themſelves with the Per- 
fians, exaltly viewed their conntenances, 


and being asked wherefore they did it, - 


anſwered, We ſeek for bis Majefties Father ; 
which when Gallienxs heard of, he was ſo 
incenſed at the taunc, that he comman- 
ded thoſe who uttered it to be burned 
alive.
